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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the communication filed on October 06, 2008. 
Claims 83-84, 89-90 and 92 have been amended. Claims 1-79 were canceled 
and 80-82, 85-88, 91 and 93 were withdrawn previously. The applicant is 
respectfully requested to cancel the withdrawn claims. Claims 80-93 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. Claims 83-84 and 89-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 83-84 and 
89-90 embrace or overlap two separate statutory classes of invention set forth in 
35 U.S.C. 101 in a single claim. A claim of this type is precluded by the express 
language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which is drafted so as to set forth the statutory 
classes of invention in the alternative only. Each statutory class of claims must 
be considered independently on its own merits, see Ex parte Lyell 
(BdPatApp&Int) 17 USPQ2d 1548 Ex Parte Lyell. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 83-84 and 89-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are 
ambiguously constructed and indeterminate in scope because they purport to 
claim both a system and method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 83, 89 and 92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 

anticipated by Tso et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,185,625) hereinafter referred as 
Tso. 

As to claim 83, 89 and 92, Tso teaches a method in a distributed system, 
said system comprising a plurality of lookup services with associated network 
services, and a client computer having a client lookup manager with an 
associated cache, the method comprising the steps of the client lookup manager: 

receiving, from the client computer, a request to access a network service 
(Column 18, lines 33-41); 

searching the associated cache, for an instance of the requested network 
service (Column 18, lines 42-51 ); 

returning, when said searching is successful, the instance of the 
requested network service to the client computer (Column 18, lines 42-51); 

sending, when said searching step is unsuccessful, a request to a lookup 
service identifying the requested network service (Column 18, lines 52-67); and 
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storing received responses to said request in the associated cache 
(Column 19, lines 1-10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 84 and 90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Tso and in view of Mack (U.S. Patent Number 6,1 92,044) 
hereinafter referred as Mack. 

As to claim 84 and 90 Tso teaches searching the associated cache 
(Column 18, lines 42-51). 

Tso does not explicitly teach the claim limitation of searching a table of the 
plurality of lookup services and associated network services for the requested 
network service. 

However, Mack teaches discloses establishing a network phone call 
connection between a caller and a callee that employs a look-up service and a 
callee connection service (abstract). Mack teaches the claim limitation of 
searching a table of the plurality of lookup services and associated network 
services for the requested network service (Column 6, lines 35-46). 
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It would have been obvious to the ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify they system of Tso by incorporating the teaching of Mack 
because that would improve method of establishing Internet phone call.
